WASHINGTON - Fannera have 
pledged to Idle on&thlrd of tbeir land 
under goveniment programs seeking 
to. lower crop suptuses that are . 
blamed for weakening the fann 
economy. Agriculture Secretaiv 
John Block said Tuesday. 

"The sign-up was beyond my 
wildest expectatkins." Block told re- 
porters after the department re- 
leased 1 ts of f Iclal data on enrollment 

The Agriculture Department re- 
port showed farmers plan to leave S2 
mlllkin acres of cropland idle under 
the new payment-io-klod program 
and other govenuneot crop mliK- 
tlon efforts. OrlgliuUy. the depart* 
ment had hoped for enioUnieat of 23 
million acres. — 

The programs ask farmers to take 
up to half their land out of productkHi 
in exchange for a combination of 
cash and surplus crops tnm the 
government. 

The report that more than half the 
nation's 2.3 million farms would 
participate was "in maigr'ways 
breathtaking for the agricultural 
Hndustry .^Biock sald.-

Senate crushes amendment 
stalemating rescue package

""WSSHlNGTON - The Senote" 
Tuesday crushed a withholding tax 
amendment holding up passage of Its 
$16S billion Social Security bill aiid 
extension of Jobless benefits, but put 
off a final vote late In the night. 

Tbe Senate worked through the day 
on the retirement rescue package, but 
set It aside after 10 p.m. EST to take 
up a more pressing Jobs bill that 
Includes lAoney to keep stale un- 
employment funds solvent. 

Debate was to -resume Wednesday 
on the Social Security bill. Leaders 
expressed hope of quick passage, 
although the Senate still face a 



challenge from an amendment that 
would delay mandatory coverage of 
newly hired federal workers, a pro- 
vision leaders consider cniciaJ. 

Taking Its cue from an angry Presi- 
dent Heogan. who eariler In the day 
complained the tuuik-backcd 
withholding amendment was holding 
hostage the important legislation, the 
Senate rejected a motion to delay for 
' six monttis tax withholding on Interest 
and dividend payments. 

The Senate voted ^ to kill the 
motion, with Vice President George 
Bush occupying his chair as presiding 
olflcer'ln case his tie-brcaking vote 
was needed. 

Heartened by their victdry. Senate 
leaders proceeded to dispose of a 



series of amendments, UlUng several 
money-losing dianges In the dell- 
cately balanc ed t )lU. On mb vote, the 
Senate re]ec[edrw-Z7, a pi^^MsoI'by' 
conservative Sen. William 
Armstrong. R-Colo., to delete payroll 
tax Increases. 

Uke Its House-passed coLinterport, 
the Senate bill would raise taxes, curb 
benefits and boost the retirement age 
In an effort to ensure the retirement 
system's solvency over the next 
years. 

The Senate bill also extends the 
federal .unemploymeat benefits, due 
to run out March 31, through SefiL 30 
and adds up to eight addlUooal wedcs 
for those who have exhausted tbdr 
benefits.

BANGOR. Wash. - A. white 
freight train believed to be haullog 
100 nuclear wart)eads_IUBsday 
^roDeinfirough a rinal gauntlet of ISO 
anti-nuclear protesten. Including. 
Buddhist monks in saffron robes, 
and delivered its cargo to the Tri- 
dent submarine base. 

Six peace activists who tried to 
block the tracks outside the tiase it 
Bangor were arrested, ^uding a 
man tackled by a sberlf fs deputy as 
be tried to run In front of the train. 

The arrests were the third batch 
since the special train — 12 white- 
painted frei^t cars bracketed by a 
pair of turreted security cars — 
rumbled out of a nuhlear weapons 
assembly plant at AmariUo, Tuas, 
last Friday. 

Eight perstms were arrested Sat- 
urday in Fort Collins. Colo., when 
they tried to block the train and two 
more were arrested the sanie day In 
Denver as what they called the 
"Armageddon Eitpress'! went by._ _ 
.Government officials refused to 
say whether the- train actually caiv 
ried warheads, although they coo- 
ceded simll'ar trains had In the past. 
A Washington state emergency 
preparedness orilclal said It carried 
"missiles" or "missile parts." 

The warheads apparently were 
destined for the USS Michigan, the 
second Tridrat class subnurlite to 
visit the base, which reached 
Bangor last week. It will be armed 
with<^ multiple-wartwad nuclear 
missiles at the sub base on Hood 
Canal. 

Many of the demonstrators pro- 
— testing-outslde the gates-were 
participants in last year's abortive 
attempt by a fleet of small boats to 



block the entrance of the first Tri- 
dent submarine buUt, the USS Ohio, 
into Hood Canal. 

Five of those arrested knelt or sat 
down 00 the trades in symbolic 
"civil dlsobedteoco" as the train 
aiqiroadied. They made no re- 
sistance when tbey were arrested by 
Kitsap County sberlfrs deputies on 
mladeroeanor charges of trying to 
interfere with a train's movement. 

As the train swept by the crowd of 
about 150 demonstrating including 
four Buddhist monks In saffron 
robes sitting beside the tracks and 
chanting, several people tried to 
walk in front of it. They were pushed 
away by dqwtles and the train 
rolled onto toe luue without inci- 
dent. 

Olof Sundin, 39, of Bellevue, 
Wash., was tackled by a dqxity as 
he tried to run In front of train and 
was held down until it passed. 

"Hie dqHity prot^ably saved his 
life," said Sheriff Pat Jones. Suodln 
was charged with both interfering 
with a train and resisting arrest. 

One demonstrator fell crying and 
screaming to the tracks,' uliere she 
was - comforted M Lutheran 
minister. 

Hie others arrested were iden- 
tified by authorities as John 
Barananski, 34, Porl^aud. Ore.; 
Karen Ann SUckiin. 35. SeatUe; 
Jeanne Suzanne Clark, 45, a 
Dominican sister from Poulsbo, 
Waab.'; Paul Douglas Stanfield, 23. - 
Hoquiam, Wash,; and Frederick 
Lee Rakevlch, 50.

Cancer s^^^ 
marks milestone 



SANsDIEGO. Calif. (UPI) - The 
world's first cancer surgery using 
heat magnets and iron p-^clcs col- 
lected from old recording tapes will 
be performed on a woman with 
uterine cancer as early as the end of 
the month, a surgeon said Tuesday, 

The revolutionary procedure, called 
thermo-magnetic surgery, win take 
place at the University of California 
at Ix)s Angeles Medical Center as soon 
as Federal Drug Administration ap- 
proval Is granted, "probably Iwtore 
the first of next month." Dr. Rotxjrt 
W. Rand, professor of neurosurgery 
at the center, said in an Interview. 

"Each year 40.000 women die of 
uterine cancer because It spreads to 
-othcrparlsbtlhe body jvcnioUowing- 
hysterectomies." Rand said. 

The IS minute procedure, 
performed successfully on the can- 
cerous uterus of a baboon and in otiicr 
animals.' is expected to prolong the 
period of survival significantly, Rand 
told science writers at an American 
Cancer Society seminar. 

"Thermo-magnctic surgery, which 
uses heat to destroy cancer cells, zaps 
the cancer as It lies In site and before 
any manipulation. II is a more lethal 
killer than radiation without the nasty 
side effects and greatly reduces Ihe 
chance of cancerous spread after the 
uterus is taken out." 



The procedure would not eliminate 
the need for a hysterectomy. Rand 
said, but would sweep the uterine area 
clean of cancerous cells, to a much 
greater extent than radiation, rcduc- 
Int! the chance of spreading after 
removal of the orjian. 

The unique procedure has been 
shown to wipe out deadly cells wittraut 
harming surrounding hcalUiy organs 
in animals without any evidence of ill 
side-effects. 

The method, based on principles 
originated in 1957 by Dr. Kenneth 
Gilchriste. who abandoned his 
experiments after his laboratory 
burned to the' ground, is based on 
h ysterc -sls. or heat loss occurring In 
magnetic particles subjected to a" 
magnetic field. 

Iron particles, "which our supplier 
gets from old tape recording tape." 
arc mixed with a silicon solution and 
injected into the uterus through a 
catheter that is Inserted into the 
cervical canal. Rand explained. 

The patient is placed in a low- 
frequency alternation current-copper 
coll system that looks liltc a short 
tunnel on a long narTX)W table. The- 
"tunnel" covers only the uterine sec- 
tion. The cancer tissue is subjected to 
the alternating current magnetic 
flelil.

Here we are. more than 70 days into the legislative 
session, and legislators chafing to go home by early 
April. Despite the months of debate, we don't seem 
much closer to budget agreement than we were weeks 

ago. 

What happens now is anyone's guess, but here's a 
likely scenario: There will be more haggling and 
disagreement, as the Reputilican leadership attempts 
~tb~pass a "low" budget figi<re of about $440 million for 
1984. The Democrats will I'eslsti and if they have the 
clout — which is uncertain — they will push for 
something closer to the S474 million figure proposed by 
Gov. John Evans. , 

The process may drag out another week to the end of 
April. Then, there'll be a mad rush to approve the 
revenue bills to match it. 

A permanent sales tax. perhaps mostly dedicated to 
education, is one option. Whatever it is, the taxation 
package will be passed so fast you may miss it if you're 
not watching closely. But not to worry, you'll notice the 
results quickly in your taxes. - - ■ 

While this is going on, we expect dozens of other bills.- 
some with broad public-policy Implications and others 
designed to helg.this or that special Interest, to slide 
through. MostwiU be unnoticed hi the rush of final 
business. That's how the proponents want it. 

Then everyone will go home, the legislators saying 
what a fine job they've done for Idaho's future and the 
governor proclaiming his commitment to education. It 
may fake, months for the rest of us to sort it all out. 
Maybe that, too, is the way the whole thing's planned. 

We're reminded again of a New York judge's lament 
a century ago that neither man. nor beast, nor God 
himself is safe while the Legislature meets. So bold 
onto your hats and wallets, fblks. The next two weeks 
should be good ones.

She resigned, tnm EPA 
March 9 amid escalating charges of 
mismanagement, political manlpula- 
lion of the toxic waste cleanup pro- 
gram and conflicts of Interest.

Several employees of the firm, iiVaste Man- 
agement Inc., have complained oi health pro- 
blems commonly llnlced to cancer-causing chem- 
icals, according to their attorneys and gov- 
ernment officials. 

Asked about the safely complaints, company 
^kesman Don Reddlcllffe said at the Oakbroolc 
111., headquarters. "We are not going to debate 



every charge, that everyone brings. 

"We are going to proceed with the Independent 
investigation that we announced yesterday by 
retaining Indqiendent legal counad and tedmical 
eiqierts to investigate the various allegathms that 
have' been made ... in recent'wedts relative lo 
certain company operations," be said. "And a 
determination of fact will be made with respect to 
each case." 

Reddlcllffe said he was unaware of any health 
problems among company employees. 

Waste Management announced Monday it has 
hired an independent counsel to investigate Its 
activities and has halted disposal operations at a 



Ohio facility where It found improper storage of 
wastes contaminated with polychlorlnaled 
blpbenyls, a known carcinogen referred to as 
PCBs.

Moreover, oltice 
computers perform many of the laslts 
formerly done by secretaries, actually re- 
ducing the requisite Of Office work." said 
Levlne. director of .^anford's Institute for 
Research on Educational finance and Gov- 
ernment. 

"Machines wiU be able to perform more 
complex, mental tasks as more advanced 
software Is developed. But the use Of such 
sophisticated equipment will not necessarily 
require workers with more sophisticated 
skills. In fact, past technological-advances ol 
today suggest the opposite is often the case."

"As fast as wis would send out 
vans, we would fill them up," said 
one agent who wished to remain 
anonymous.

Europe to U.S.: back off 



VILAMOURA, Portugal (UPI) -

The Europeans want the Americans 
to present a compromise proposal In 
the hope of unblocking the negotia- 
tions, deadlocked over the Soviet re- 
fusal to accept President Reagan's 
zero option calling for the elimination 
of Intermediate-range nuclear 
missiles In and around Europe. 

A senior U.S. defense olflclal con- 
ceded the Europeans want (o see new 
proposals put forward at Geneva, 
even though they continue lo support 
the zero option as an ultltfiate ob- 
jective. 

"There is a consensus that an in- 
terim agreement on the way to zero 
could be useful , " the official said.

BOISE - Women wbo want elecUve 
aborllona covered by their Insurance 
policies would have to pay an addi- 
tional premium for the protection 
under terms of a bill which cleared Its 
final legislative hurdle Tuesday and 
was on Its way to Gov.

Senators voted 28-7 for the measure 
after defeating an attempt to broaden 
the definition ot medically necessary 
abortions to include termlnatkMis of 
pregnancies stemming from rape or 
incest.

- Senate members lists abortions to 
save the life of the mother as the only 
instances where Insurance companies 
may provide' coverage without 
assessing a qwclal premium. 

Sen. Ann Rydalch. R-Idaho Falls, 
said It would cost about SIO a month to 
have the coverage included In a policy

rider. Companies are not required to 
offer the protection.

Rlsch also contended the amend- 
ment spawned by the Planned 
Parenthood organization, a claim de- 
nied by Mrs. Bray.

Schools 
may have 
shorter 
weeks

BOISE - The House passed legisla- 
tion Tuesday that would aUow school 
districts to hold four-day weeks for 

classes. 

The measure la being sought by 
several small, rural districts Includ- 
ing Garden Valley, which plans to 
implement a four-day week as soon as 
the Legislature approves the bill. 

"This Is strictly cn optional thing." 
said ^>onsor Hep. Unden Bateman, 
R-Idoho Falls. "It allowi a school 
board to establish a fourilay week, 
provided the students' time In class 
remains tbe same.. 

"Basically, that means you'd have 
to add one-and-a-half hours or so to 
each day to make up for the lost day." 
he said. 

' Bateman said the move not only 
could cut district expenses — by 
closing school facilities tor one day — 
it also could Improve attendance. 

.Via the school at Bighorn. Wyo,. 
wHch recently Implemented a fou^ 
day week, tbe number of days stu* 
dents were absent dropped Irom 695 to 
only 75 the first year they made the 
change," he reported. "Tbe number 
of teacher absences also declined — 
fromSSdaystottdays. 

"The BIgbom district also reported 
that the number of class hours lost to 
extracurricular activities dedloed 
from 33 to 23 hours," Bateman said. 

To date, no Magic Valley school 
districts _are-CORafderlng reducing 
class weeks, but these types of plans 
are under way at other rural southern 
Includin g the Salmon 
and Madison school dlSriasr 

The blU passed the House. 53*14. On 
Tuesday and has been forwarded to 
.the Senate, 

Rep. Lydia Edwards, R-Donnellcy, 
who represents the Garden Valley 
School District, said that' area fully 
Intends to switch to four-day weeks 
"because of the critical funding pro- 
blems they face." 

"They estimate a 20 percent 
savings in transportation costs and a 
10 percent savings In utility costs by 
closing operations that one day a 
week," she said. 

"But In addItIon;the superintendent 

fully expects better attendance under 
thlsptvgram." 

Edwards said that In the rural 
setting of Garden Valley, parents 
frequently take students out of school 
when they make trips to nearby towns 
lor shopping. A four-day week would 
allow them to schedule trips on the 
one day students have free.

When dcfcndinf; a tight 
game, it may not be enough 
to switch to the right suit. 
Sometimes, leading the 
right card can he just as 
important as the right suit. 

Because ol South's 
aggressive bidding, most 
Wests would lead a club 
against three no trump. 
South would then get two 
club tricks and regardless of 
how the play would go, the 
defenders would score a 
maximum of four tricks. 

Today's West found the 
inspired lead of the diamond 
nine. This was ducked to 
Bast's king and East was at 
the crossroads. He knew the 
best chance lay with a 
switch to clubs, but which 
club should he lead? 

If East leads his fourth 
best club to "give West the 
count," West finds out about 
the' distribution but declarer 
makes -his -game. South 
ducks the club deuce to 
dummy's nine and West is 
forced to win the Jack. Now, 
regardless of what West 
leads , South will have time 
to make his game. 

Dummy's club nine should 
alert East that the club 10 
would be a better choice. 
South cannot duck to 
dummy's nine so he plays 
his club queen (the play of 
the ace or a duck will not 
help).- West wins the club 
king and returns his jack to 
pin dummy's nine and South 
is out of gas. He must relin- 
quish a trick to East's heart

You can pick your Iricnds, but what 
about the relatives? Potatoes have 
that problem. 

Potatoes arc related lo the tomato, 
the cgtqiliint and the pepper, but Uiey 
don't get nearly the attention we give 
to their flashier relatives. 

Of course, with the potato we eat 
what is under the ground rather than 
v/Uul grows above, but the blossom of 
ciich ol these vegetables shows the 
family relationship. The tuben we eat 
arc stem parts, not roots. 

The underground tuber was 
overlooked by Rngllsh soldiers when 
- they raided peasants' homes and coo- - 
riscated their food supplies, Even 
when the crop fields were destroyed 
l)y batiles..lhe_underground,P!Otato_ 
contlnuedtosurvlveandnourish.Tbe . 
Irish dLscovcrcd the potato's durabllt- 
ty. A tiny cottage plot produced 
enough potatoes to feed a family of 
eight plus one cow and one pig. 

Potatoes were the world's first 
freeze dried food. In 200 B.C. Incas 
' carried their harvested spuds from 
the lowlands, 13.000 feet into the 
/\ndc3 and spread them out on the 
ground to freeze overnight In the Ice 
cold high altitude air. When the sun 
grew hot. villagers squeezed out the 
excess water, a process that was 
repeated /or four or five days until 
most of the moisture was gone. TM 
potatoes were then dried and stored. 

Potatoes are a substantial and sat* 
isfying food that con be served in a 
variety of ways. Baked or boiled or 
part of a casserole, they're a hearty 
vegetable. '•■ - 

Because of that, potatoes deserve 
more appreciation. Few people real- 
ize how nutritious potatoes are. 
Potatoes are second behind citrus 
fruits In the amount of vitamin C they- - 
contain. They provide 20 percent of 
the vitamin C In the U.S. food supply. 
— PoIlshTWtato and sausage soup Is a— 
robust main course. It's made with 
kleltiasa and aromatic vegetables — 
onion,' celeryV'cabbage and carrots. ' 
Just the aroma will make you glad 
you came home for dinner. Serve with 
crusty bread and o salad to round out 
the meal.

The olr may have a chill and there 
still may be a frost at night, but It's 
vegetable planting time. WIndowslU 
. planting, that Is. 

You can buy tran^lants from the 
garden center, but growing your own 
has two advantages: It Is cheaper, 
and you have a wider choice of 
varieties. 

Some of the new vegetable varietlet 
such as Patio Beli. a new thlck-vralled 
green pepper, or Quick Pic, o superb 
early tomato, may' not be at your 
garden center. 

Don't use garden soU for your 
transplants. i;se a sterile starting 
, mix. Chances or seedling damp<ff, a. . 
disease, are nil when a sterile mix is 
used. 

— For containers, you can use waxed 
milk cartons or purchase containers 
at a garden center. After sowing the 
seed, place the containers close to the 
glass of a sunny southern window. 

Peppers and eggplant should be 
started this weelicod. They need eight 
to ten weeks of growing before thqr're 
ready for the garden. * 

Barely^cover .the seed and keep: 
them moist but not wet. After about a 
week they'll start to sprouL 
' Once sprouted, ..conUnu<ed to keep 
barely moist. For straight plants, turn 
the plant triay everyday. 

Once the first true leaves are devel* ■ 
oped, tran^lant the seedlings to give ' 
them more room. You can purchase
